Nervous Habits, Says Authority.

T IS WELL to form good habits. To acquire bad ones, hard to 
get rid of, is most undesirable. Most of us have a lot of miser- 
able habits. We admit the truth in our modest moments. 
Nervous people give expression to their feelings in a number of 


ways. For instance, a man may tap on the floor 
with his foot. 
He keeps pattering away, hour 


after hour. 


Your next neighbor may pound on the table 


with his fist to give emphasis to his thought. An- 
other crosses one leg over the other and swings 
his foot up and down, keeping time with invisi- 
ble music. 


Perhaps you have the habit of making mar- 


velous geometric figures as you telephone. You 
may make pictures on a pad as the President 
does. As you talk business over the telephone 
you may gesticulate with one arm. 


Sometimes we are driven nearly distracted by 


somebody who clicks his tongue, or cracks his 
joints, or keeps doing some other foolish thing. 
Everyone has some bad habit of this sort. 


Among such wrong performance is the biting 


of the nails. It is one of the things that no one

Not only is this habit offensive in taste, but it is a violation of

AIR MAIL FOR ALL 
The air mail tran sport, 
while 
g rowing rapidly , is still limited in 
scope. 
Postmaster-gen eral Brown 
wants Cong ress to authorize a big 
ex tension of the service. He would 
permit the carryin g of mail bags 
on passeng er planes as well as on 
reg ular mail planes, and thus ex­ 
tend the serv ice to every part of 
the country . 
It is estimated that by this pol­ 
icy the air mail routes, which now 
cov er about 14,000 miles, would 
immediately jump to 40,000 miles. 
This looks like a sound policy, 
benefitting not only the mail ser­ 
v ice, but the aviation industry and 
business in general. With more air 
carriers, the air mail could be bet­ 
ter routed and delivered quicker. 
There should be a big growth in 
v olume, swelling postal receipts to 
meet the cost before long, and in 
quickening of the business pulse.

HELP FOR POETS 
The Chicag o Foundation of Lit­ 
erature is g oing to develop Amer­ 
ican fiction, drama an d poetry— 
especially poetry—or bust a sus­ 
pender. 
It has real money to use 
in “ aiding , fostering, 
promoting, 
dev eloping and encouraging meri­ 
torious work by American 
w rit­ 
ers." 
And it proposes 
to 
spend 
$25 ,000 a y ear on poetry prizes. 
This oug ht to boom the paper, 
fountain pen and typewriter indus­ 
tries, if nothing more. 
You can 
buy a lot of poetry for $25,000. In 
fact, as ev ery n ewspaper and m ag­ 
azines, y ou can buy a lot of poetry 
for nothing . There are even poets 
willing to pay for gettin g their 
poem3 
printed. 
With such inducements offered, 
quantity production of verse is as­ 
sured. Some poetical genius starv ­ 
ing in a g arret—or living in a g a r­ 
ag e, which is more in the modern 
manner—may be encouraged. Now' 
Keatses and Chatterton s and Ver­ 
laines and Heines and Poes m ay be 
discov ered, but newspaper folk just 
naturally grow cynical about such 
matters. 
Some editors are mean 
enoug h to main tain 
that 
poetry 
should be discouraged, and it would 
be better to pay young poets to | 
refrain from waiting. 
There is something to be said 
for this attitude, too, on the old 
theory that 
genius 
will 
break 
throug h and make good in spite 
of obstacles.
